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On the Zlith of Hovemter, I963, I rer«rtod to vorV st 7iOO am driving Pquad 
C»r H'ilii. After nn intcrviav of tho ourpjot, Lo« '•■arvoy Oowold, by Coptsln Frlt«, 
I van told to get my car and f,et In position in front of tha other squad that was 
to carry Osvald to tha County Jail. At approjdnstely lliljO am, I vent to tho 
City Ksll tssercent and drovo my car aVout half vay up. the south ramp, which 
leads out to Coniaerce Street, and iry rsrtner, Dhority, noved the othnr aquad car 
up hehind mo. V'e hoth started attem-oting to tacV up to the jail office door 
vhen T heard a shot. I limediately put tho emerpancy trakc on and ran hack 
to the othfir ear. Ey this tine, other officers had removed tee Harvsy Oswald and 
JaeV Fuhy into the Jail office. I vent VacV to ity car and itoved it tack into tho 
parkinp area so the aiatulance could got through. Vhen the sir-hil^oe arrived. 
Captain Fritz, Teta. E. R. Beck, L. B. Montgomery and I proceeded tehind the amtulsnc* 
to Parkland iiospital and cat up security, first in the Knorgoncy Room, than to 
the fourth floor, vhere Ocvald underwent surgery. After Oevald died at li07 pn, 
the body van removed to tho X-ray roore on the ground floor. Judge Pierce KcBride 
vas contacted via telephone, and he reported to the morgue desk and gave authorization 
for a post nortam to be performed by Dr. Bone of the Parkland Staff. Dr. Rosa took 
charge of the body, and I vent with him and cot the wife and Bother of Oswald frcsm 
the vaitinp room and 1st than view the body in tho X-ray room. After the relatives 
viewed the body, T accompanied it along with By partner, C, N. Chority, and Dr. 
Fose to the Vorpue. At the Korrue, Phority and T witnessed the preliminary 
photos tsVen of the body by T*. Fose and his staff. After this, I returned to 
the office and continued our Investipative work there.
